The new warden succeeds J ames 
C. Woodard, w’hose resig nation be­ 
comes effective on Sept. 1. 
Althoug h Woodard’s resig nation 
does not become effective until a 
w'eek from tomorrow, he has been 
on leave of absence for several 
weeks and Sherwood said Hender­ 
son would take over the duties 
of warden immediately. 
With the warden's post now 
filled permanently, Sherwood said 
that William F. Amrine, who has 
been serving as 
acting 
warden, 
would devote all of his time to his 
reg ular post of state superinten­ 
dent of corrections. 
In Two Administrations 
Henderson who served as adju­ 
tant g eneral in the administrations 
of Governor’s Donahey and White, 
both Democrats, is a native of 
Union county but now resides at 
Grsfidview.^ Colunabus suburb. He 
is 58 years old.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 4 - De­ 
termined to avoid tho mistakes of 
1914, government leaders will place 
before President Roosevelt today 
an emergency program designed 
to safeguard the United 
States 
against the impact of a European 
war. 
As the chief executive cut short 
his northern vacation cruise and 
speeded back to the capital, top- 
ranking officials of a half-dozen 
federal agencies hurriedly put the 
finishing touches to a series of 
measures that, will be utilized by 
the United States in the event of 
hostilities. 
Secretary 
of State Hull 
re­ 
turned to his desk late yesterday 
after a three weeks vacation and 
will meet the President’s train 
when 
It arrives this 
afternoon. 
As each European dispatch built 
up increasing pessimism regard­ 
ing the outlook for peace, specula­ 
tion over an immediate assembling 
of congress was uppermost in of­ 
ficial, quarters. 
Decision Due 
It is possible the President may 
reach a decision today or tommo- 
row on the summoning of con­ 
gress to consider neutrality legis­ 
lation. 
The 
administration 
de­ 
sires revision of the act to permit 
American armaments trade on a 
"Cash and carry" basis. 
The second of a series of em­ 
ergency 
conferences 
involving 
principal officials of the state, war, 
navy, 
treasury and justice 
de­ 
partments and the maritime com­ 
mission wll be convoked this af­ 
ternoon. 
At its first meeting Tuseday, 
this group reviewed a number of 
steps 
that will be taken if 
war 
starts. These steps include u ti­ 
lization of government vessels in 
the evacuation of American na­ 
tionals from danger spots; strict 
federal control of stock and com­ 
modity markets to prevent a fi­ 
nancial crisis, and general precau­ 
tionary military and naval mea­ 
sures. 
Yesterday, two additional em­ 
ergency conferences attended by 
government economic and military 
experts, were held at the state and 
treasury departments. 
While refusing to discuss de­ 
tails 
of the emergency 
plans, 
spokesmen for various agencies re­ 
ported they had gone over the 
steps; taken by the United States at 
the outbreak of the World War in 
1914. 
"We don't want to be caught 
unprepared as we were at that 
time and commit the same er­ 
rors," one official said. 
During the course of the con­ 
ferences, the advisability of ex­ 
tending government credits to fac­ 
ilitate evacuation of American na- 
tianls was discussed. This was done 
in 1914. 
Boost Atlantic Squad 
A strong possibility also exists 
that the navy will augment its 
Atlantic squadron. At present, the 
navy has only a limited number 
of vessels in the East, including 
two light cruisers and a destroyer 
in European waters. 
There are three battleships - the 
Arkansas, Texas and New York— 
,on the Atlantic coast In addition to 
four light cruisers, 14 old destroy­ 
ers and less than a dozen sub­ 
marines.

Only the other 
day there came 
Into the posses­ 
sion of this li­ 
b r a r y material 
which so far as 
is known does not appear in any 
other collection 
of 
Lincolniana. 
It is a series of campaign leaf­ 
lets 
under the 
heading "Lincoln 
and Liberty," issued from week to 
week in 1860, following Lincoln’s 
nomination. 
In one of these leaf­ 
lets 
Lincoln is described by his 
political friends as a "Jefferson­ 
ian democrat." 
This interested me greatly. 
In 
my first campaign for Congress 
in 1930, running as a Jeffersonian 
democrat 
in a district 
predomi­ 
nantly Republican, I argued that 
Lincoln w-as a political first cou­ 
sin of Jefferson. 
At the 
time j 
many people were surprised that 
such a statement could be seri­ 
ously 
made. 
Now', how’ever, I 
have contemporaneous historical 
proof, issued by Lincoln’s friends 
as a political document in a cam­ 
paign for his support in I860., di­ 
rectly sustaining 
the 
position I 
took 70 years later. 
The proof of the essential agree­ 
ment of Jefferson and Lincoln on 
fundamentals is set forth 
in 
a 
chapter in my book, "Jefferson, 
the 
Forgotten 
Man." 
Let 
mc 
summarize it here: 
The Republican party was or­ 
ganized in 1856. Lincoln was a 
candidate for the nomination as 
Yice President. 
The party plat­ 
form of that year was dedicated^ 
to "restoring the actions of the 
Federal Government to the prin­ 
ciples of WashingjLon and Jeffer­ 
son." 
It resolvecU- 
"That the maintenance of the 
principles promulgated 
iq 
the 
declaration of Independence and 
embodied in the Federal Con­ 
stitution 
are 
essential to the 
preservation of our Republican 
institutions, and that the Fed­ 
eral Constitution, the rights of 
the States, and the Union of the 
States must be preserved." 
This same plank was repeated 
four years later in 1860 
when 


Lincoln 
was nominated 
and 
elected. 
The new' 
Republican 
party was founded by a coalition 
of Whigs and Free-soil Democrats 
One of its founders at the time 
said: 
"There is not a plank in our 
platform w'hich does not 
con­ 
form to the principles of Jef­ 
ferson, the man who, 
of 
all 
others, has ever been regarded 
as the true 
representative of 
the Republican 
party of this 
country." 
It should be borne in mind that 
the name of Mr. Jefferson's party 
during his time wjas the "Repub­ 
lican" party. 
The word "Demo­ 
crat” did not come into general 
use until Andrew' Jackson's time, 
some thirty years later. 
Lincoln and Jefferson were both 
opposed to slavery. 
Jefferson, in 
drafting the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence, attempted to Secure the 
adoption of a prohibition against 
the further extension of slavery. 
Later, in the 
ordinance for the 
government of the Northwest Ter­ 
ritory of 1787, largely influenced 
by Jefferson, and covering w'hat 
are now the States of Ohio. Mich­ 
igan, Indiana and Illinois, it was 
| provided: 
"There 
shall 
he 
neither 
| slavery nor involuntary 
servi­ 
tude in the said Territory oth­ 
erwise than in the punishment 
of crimes." 
In his last will and testament 
Jefferson gave freedom to his 
slaves and requested the legisla­ 
ture of Virginia to confirm their 
freedom, so that they could live

Jefferson and Lincoln were also j

T hat disease over which science 
has achieved a su ccession of glori­ 
ou s and beneficent victories was 
then the most terrible of all minis­ 
ters of death.

constant fear all whom it had not 
y et stricken, leaving on those whose 
lives it spared the hideou s traces of 
its power . . 
Vaccination is best done at an 
early age, from eight to 14 months. 
Babies at that age have little or

D efending Child Against T yphoid 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
WE HAVE discussed two dis­ 
eases that are disappearing — ty­ 
phoid fever m d diphtheria. They 
are disappearing because we know a 
method of prevention. It consists, 
in both cases, in the acceptance, on 
the p art of all parents, of the re­ 
sponsibility of producing active im­ 
munity by inoculation. That is, it 
consists in every individual’s mak­ 
ing a special and personal effort. It 
is remarkable that in a compara­ 
tively short time the public could be 
educated and persuaded to adopt 
this responsibility; remarkable that 
it has been carried out almost uni­ 
versally. 
Today we are going to consider a 
discase that, instead of being on the 
decrease, is on the increase—small­ 
pox. And the shame and tragedy 
of it is that it is just the same kind 
of a discase as the others. It is a

disease that can absolutely be pre­ 
vented and one that can be prevent­ 
ed exactly as diphtheria and typhoid 
are prevented—by individual inocu­ 
lation for immunity. 
Oldest of Methods 
Vaccination against smallpox is 
the oldest of the methods used to 
obtain individual immunity. In the 
early days of its use it was accepted 
eagerly, because the menace of 
smallpox wa3 an ever-present and 
terrifying reality. Perhaps it was 
too successful. A long century and a 
half of freedom from smallpox has 
lulled the world into the belief that 
vaccination is unnecessary. Nobody 
secs smallpox, except occasionally. 
The epidemics you do hear about 
are mild. Why bother? 
But 
contagious 
diseases 
only 
sleep; they do not die out. Eternal 
vigilance in immunization is nec- 


! cssary. We have plenty of evidence 
j that smallpox may break out if the 
world is left unvaccinated. 
In the United States, in 1036, 
there were 7,813 cases—ten times 
as many cases as of diphtheria, and 
nearly ten times as many as of ty­ 
phoid. And it is a preventable dis­ 
ease. The record is little short of 
disgraceful. 
It is true of late years that the 
disease is mild; the death rate is 
only half of one per cent. But all 
diseases go in cycles of virulence. 
Epidemic Proportions 
“There 
is 
every 
probability,” 
says an authority, “that the dis­ 
ease will assume epidemic propor­ 
tions just as soon as a false sense of 
security results ir a considerable 
unvaccinated population.” 
What the world would be like if 
a virulent epidemic began was de­ 
scribed by Macauley. 
“That disease over which science 
has achieved a succession of glori­ 
ous and beneficent victories was 
then the most terrible of all minis­ 
ters of death. The smallpox was al­ 
ways present, filling the church­ 
yards with corpses, tormenting with 
constant fear all whom it had not 
yet stricken, leaving on those whose 
lives it spared the hideous traces of 
its power . . .” 
Vaccination is best done at an 
early age, from eight to 14 months. 
Babies at that, age have little or 
no discomfort fro 
vaccination, and 
it is important that they be pro­ 
tected early. A fter the first vac­ 
cination repetitions are advisable 
at intervals of four to seven years 
until there is a record of three suc­ 
cessful vaccinations.

Pickaway county farmers were 
warned Thursday by T. H. Parks, 
extension 
entomologist 
of Ohio 
State university, that they must 
sow their wheat after October I 
if they wish it to be free from 
Hessian fly injury. 
This date is 
the “safe-sowing” date for Pick­ 
away county. 
In 
the examination 
of wheat 
fields in 42 counties in Ohio just 
before harvest this year the aver­ 
age percentage of Hessian Fly in­ 
festation for the state was found 
to be 30.5 percent for 1939 as com­ 
pared with IO percent for 1938. 
Pickaway county was one of the 
seven counties in the state show­ 
ing a decrease in percentage in­ 
festation. Mr. Parks warns that a 
sense of security must not prevail. 
There may be occasional fields of 
fairly heavy infestation which are 
capable of producing a sufficiently 
heavy brood of Hessian fly this 
Fall to make considerable trouble. 
Pickaway county’s infestation in 
1939 was 2.7 percent as compar­ 
ed with 11.8 percent last year. Ac­ 
cording to Mr. Parks this decrease 
has been brought about by farm ­ 
ers 
accepting the 
“safe-sowing 
date”.

wheat sowed on or immediately 
after Oct. I will give the maxi­ 
mum yields.
